O Worst drought in 60 years 
threatens millions in East Africa 


Thousands of families are 
walking for days in search 
of food in a triangle of 
hunger where the borders 
of Ethiopia, Kenya and So¬ 
malia meet. 

Hundreds already have 
died in a widespread 
drought. Images of chil¬ 
dren with skinny, mal¬ 
nourished bodies are 
common. 

A devastating lack of 
rain has reduced livestock, 
incomes and food supplies. 

Livestock are dying by 
the thousands, and food 
prices have risen beyond 
what families can afford. 

Hawo Ibrahim said she 
and her seven children 
trekked for 15 days from 
a town in southern Soma¬ 
lia before reaching a 
refugee camp in Kenya. 

“We have seen miseiy 
and hunger on our way,” 
said Ibrahim, 32, who said 
her husband went mad af¬ 
ter the family lost its live¬ 
stock to drought.

► The epicentre of the 
drought lies on the three- 
way border shared by 
Kenya, Ethiopia and Soma¬ 
lia, a nomadic region 
where families heavily 
depend on the health of 
their livestock. 

► Somalis desperate for food 
are overrunning the 
world's largest refugee 
camp in neighbouring 
Kenya, which is seeing 
some 10,000 new arrivals 
each week. 

► Many Somali children are 
arriving at refugee camps 
so weak that they are 
dying within 24 hours 
despite emergency care 
and feeding, a United 
Nations worker said. 

“The most painful thing 
was when you don’t get 
an 3 d;hing for your thirsty 
and hungry children.”

Massive wall of 
dust covers Phoenix 


The air around the 
Phoenix area was a hazy 
shade of brown and a lay¬ 
er of dirt coated cars and 
buildings yesterday fol¬ 
lowing a massive dust 
storm the night before. 

The huge dust wall that 
crossed the Metro 
Phoenix area Tuesday 
night drastically reduced 
visibility, halting all 
flights coming in and out 
of Phoenix Sky Harbor 
Airport until conditions 
improved. 


Winds ripped up trees, 
tossed around lawn furni¬ 
ture and caused haz¬ 
ardous driving conditions. 

The storm knocked out 
power to about 9,400 Salt 
River Project electric cus¬ 
tomers, the Arizona Re¬ 
public reported. 

The dust cloud that 
moved across the Phoenix 
valley had formed in an 
afternoon storm in the 
Tucson area, and then 
rolled north across the 
desert before sweeping 


over the city like an enor¬ 
mous wave, said National 
Weather Service meteor¬ 
ologist Paul Iniguez. 

Radar data showed the 
storm’s towering dust 
wall had reached as high 
as 3,000 metres, he said. 

“This was pretty signifi¬ 
cant,” Iniguez told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “We heard 
from a lot of people who 
lived here for a number of 
storms and this was the 
worst they’d seen.”

O U.S. president is the first to use Twitter for town hall 
O Obama defends his record on jobs and economy 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma answered questions 
from Twitter users in a 
town hall meeting yester¬ 
day that focused on jobs 
and the economy. 

White House officials 
say Obama sees social me¬ 
dia as a way to interact 
with Americans directly, 
particularly the younger 
electorate. 

Twitter selected the 
questions for the presi¬ 
dent from among tens of 
thousands of inquiries 
submitted. The first ques¬ 
tion asked Obama what 
mistakes he had made in 
handling the recession 
and what he would do dif¬ 
ferently. 

Obama defended his 
stimulus program as “the 
right thing to do.” But he 
allowed that his adminis-

tration had underestimat¬ 


ed the severity of the re¬ 
cession, and so he did not 
prepare the American peo¬ 
ple “for how long this was 
going to take.” Obama also 
said the problems in the 
housing market were 
more stubborn than ex¬ 
pected and he’d had to re¬ 
vamp his 

housing-assistance pro¬ 
grams several times. 

Twitter users had to 
keep their questions to the 
networking site’s 140- 
character limit. But Oba¬ 
ma had no such 
restrictions. He answered 
in his trademark lengthy 
form to questions on col¬ 
lege costs, immigration, 
collective bargaining 
rights, the debt limit, 
manufacturing jobs, the 
housing crisis and other 
topics.

Tar-ponds class action 
given green light 


A woman leading a case 
against the federal and 
provincial governments 
over Cape Breton’s notori¬ 
ous tar ponds says her sev¬ 
en-year fight to have it 
approved as a class-action 
lawsuit has finally paid off. 

Anne Ross praised a deci¬ 
sion by a Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court judge yes¬ 
terday that gives the green 
light to a legal action 
launched after decades of 
contaminants spewed from 
the former Sydney Steel 
Corp. plant. 

“It’s wonderful,” she said 
from Sydney, N.S., where 
she has lived in the same 
home for 51 years. “I’m ec¬ 
static over it. It took a long 
time ... but it’s well worth 
the wait.” 

Ross, who launched the 
suit with three other life¬ 
long residents of the area, is 
seeking compensation for 
property damage, exposure 
to industrial toxins and 
funds to establish a medical 
monitoring program. 

Justice John Murphy said 
the lawsuit will include two 
groups: Current homeown¬ 
ers in Whitney Pier, Ashby 
and the north end of Syd¬ 
ney, as well as people who 


lived in the neighbour¬ 
hoods for at least seven 
years between 1967 and 
2000, when the plant was 
in operation. 

The neighbourhoods 
border on the site of the for¬ 
mer steel plant, coke ovens 
and tar ponds — an estuaiy 
full of contaminated runoff 
and sludge from the ovens. 

Ray Wagner, who repre¬ 
sents the plaintiffs, said the 
suit could include up to 
20,000 people.

High loonie 
helps sour 
domestic 
wine market 

Canada’s wine industiy has 
far outpaced overall growth 
in the beverage sector over 
the past decade, but is still 
losing market share at 
home and abroad, says a re¬ 
port from BMO Capital 
Markets Economics. 

Canadian wine produc¬ 
tion has grown by 7.6 per 
cent a year since 1998, 
compared with just one per 
cent for the overall bever¬ 
age sector. But BMO says 
the market share for Cana¬ 
dian wineries slipped to 
about one-third of the do¬ 
mestic market in 2010 in 
the face of intense pressure 
from imports and the 
strong loonie.

LOS ANGELES. It began as 
a bright white dot in Sat¬ 
urn’s northern 
hemisphere. Within 
days, the dot grew larger 
and stormier. 

Soon, the tempest en¬ 
veloped the ringed plan¬ 
et, triggering lightning 
flashes thousands of 
times more intense than 
on Earth. 

The international 
Cassini spacecraft and 
ground telescopes have 
been tracking the turbu¬ 
lence since last Decem¬ 
ber, visible from Earth 
as a t 3 ^e of storm 
known as a “Great 
White Spot.” 

“It’s still going like 
crazy,” said Cassini proj¬ 
ect scientist Linda Spilk- 
er of the NASA Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory. 

Such planet-wide 
weather disturbances 
are rare on Saturn, 
where the atmosphere is 
t 3 ^ically hazy and calm. 
Since 1876, astronomers 
have observed only five 
other megastorms on 
Saturn. 

At the height of the 
storm, Cassini detected 
10 lightning strikes per 
second. Scientists said 
the electrical activity 
emitted by the bursts 
were 10,000 times 
stronger than lightning 
on Earth.

O Fleet Foxes lead singer Robin Pecknold talks about 
the band’s follow-up album, Helplessness Blues 



Fleet Foxes singer Robin 
Pecknold has made no se¬ 
cret of his struggles to 
overcome the dreaded 
“sophomore slump.” 

After the folkie Seattle 
combo reached critical ac¬ 
claim with their self-titled 
debut in 2008, it seemed 
that topping that effort 
would be difficult. 

But with Helplessness 
Blues, it seems they have 
topped themselves. The 
songs are confident, richly 
acoustic and full of the en¬ 
ergetic introspection that 
seems to hit artists hardest 
in their 20s. (Everyone 
from Rumer to Zach Galifi- 
anakis is into the new al¬ 
bum.) 


Pecknold has said the 
reason that it took so long 
to write and record their 
follow-up was his picky na¬ 
ture, which even led to him 
scrapping recordings the 
band had reportedly spent 
several thousands of dol¬ 
lars on. But it has paid off. 

How does it feel to finally 
take these songs from the in¬ 
cubation process of writing 
and recording to audiences? 

It’s been good to have the 
chance to sort of make the 
songs more physical and 
less cerebral. You can play 
louder or have it sound 
huge without feeling like 
the sound is too big and 
without the kind of hem¬ 
ming and hawing about 
what you’re doing in the 
studio. So that’s been 


good. It’s not like we had 
the songs all worked out 
live before we recorded, so 
this has kind of been our 
first chance to get to know 
them in some ways. 

Were there any challenges in 
making that jump? 

We had to rehearse for al¬ 
most a month just to get 
all the parts down and all 
the chord changes. So that 
took a while, but it was 
fun to do as well. 

What’s been the biggest sur¬ 
prise as far as crowd 
response? 

There’s been a few. It real¬ 
ly just depends on the 
crowd. We open the show 
with the instrumental 
from the album. It’s kind 
of funny that people are

like, “Yeah!” for this little, 
small instrumental song. 
And there’s this one line in 
one of the new songs 
where 1 really push my 
voice, and after that line in 
The Shrine people are al¬ 
ways like, “Yeah!” 

There are a lot of fruits blos¬ 
soming within the lyrics of 
these songs. One goes, “If I 
had an orchard....” 


My grandpa was an or- 
chardist in Wenatchee, 
which is in Washington. 
It’s a big apple-growing re¬ 
gion. There’s an apple and 
orchard iconography up at 
the cabin. He’s passed 
away now, but me and my 
brother Sean just go up 
there and work on stuff to¬ 
gether, and there’s a lot of 
stuff up there that’s apple- 
related and there’s Yeats 


poems on the walls. 1 feel 
like that’s probably where 
a little bit of it came from. 
The orchard thing is not 
literal at all, or wasn’t 
meant it to be. 1 didn’t 
even think it would be tak¬ 
en literally. 1 mean, 1 prob¬ 
ably could have done a 
better job, but it was sort 
of a personal version of If 1 
Had a Hammer, like that 
sort of meaning.

A song 
for the 
troops 


After penning the patriotic 
ode Highway of Heroes, 
Bob Reid had the opportu¬ 
nity to travel to war-torn 
Kandahar and witness the 
efforts of Canadian sol¬ 
diers first-hand. 

The experience inspired 
him and only deepened his 
appreciation of the sacri¬ 
fice of the Canadian 
troops. So as most of those 
men and women now pre¬ 
pare to return home with 
the Canadian war effort 
winding to a close, Reid 
wanted to do his part to 
ensure they were greeted 


with a hearty reception. 

“(At) the end of the Sec¬ 
ond World War, there were 
ticker tape parades in the 
streets for returning sol¬ 
diers,” Reid said. 

“It’s a different world 
now and obviously this 
was a different kind of con¬ 
flict. But still, I just 
thought it would be a 
shame if the mission end¬ 
ed, they came home after 
all of that sacrifice, and 
there wasn’t any kind of 
recognition.” 

That’s what prompted 
Reid to write his new song. 


Soldier, Welcome Home, 
now available on iTunes 
and as a CD single. A por¬ 
tion of proceeds is being 
directed to the Wounded 
Warriors charity. 

It was back in Novem¬ 
ber 2009 when Reid re¬ 
leased Highway of Heroes. 
The 47-year-old had long 
held an interest in music, 
but only as a hobby — he 
had never made a profes¬ 
sional-calibre record be¬ 
fore. 

He was stunned by the 
response to his humble 
tune, which lingered for 


months on the Nielsen

It also prompted an invi¬ 
tation to perform in 
Afghanistan for NATO 
forces — some of whom 
were already familiar with 
the track. 

“They really appreciated 
the fact that someone 
would make a gesture like 
that, would put feelings of 
respect and pride and also 
sadness for fallen soldiers 
into a song,” said Reid, be¬ 
fore emphatically pointing 
out that he’s far from the 
only songwriter to do so.

“If you’re going to do win¬ 
dow treatments, you could 
just add white window 
shades. They’re white so 
they’ll reflect the light off. 
Cellular shades or honey¬ 
comb shades are awesome 
too because they almost 
trap the heat in the cellular 
compartments of the 
shade. They’re a little more 


expensive, but I think if 
you’re living in a house for 
a long time it would be a 
good investment to make.” 

Replace your rugs 

“If you have a heavy carpet, 
a really inexpensive solu¬ 
tion is to pick up one of 
those natural fibre jute 
rugs. They’re almost veiy 
nautical in a sense so it 
gives you that sense of cool¬ 
ness. It makes you feel like 
you’re on the beach.” 

Switch out your light bulbs 

“Most people have incan¬ 
descent bulbs but they bum

a lot of energy, so you could 
swap them out for a more 
energy-efficient fluorescent 
bulb.” 

Work with nature 

“If you plant trees on the 
south or west sides of your 
house, it’ll keep it cooler in 
the summer but it’ll actual¬ 
ly keep it warmer in the 
winters because the sun 
sets and rises on the oppo¬ 


site side in the winter.” 

Stay away during mid-day 

“Sometimes it’s a better 
idea to shower in the morn¬ 
ing or at night and not in 
middle of the day; same 
thing with doing dishes, 
washing and diying your 
clothes, cooking — all that 
stuff can help reduce heat 
in the house. You’re just try¬ 
ing to avoid that midday 


heat — that’s when it’s the 
worst.” 

Think long-term 

“If you’re going to live 
there for awhile it might be 
worth [adding] insulation 
to your attic. You could go 
up to like 12 inches of insu¬ 
lation and it’ll dramatically 
reduce the heat that’s in 
your house.”

be patient. 

Non-removable ink 
stains will not come out, 
and please do test the fabric 
with the alcohol in a hid¬ 
den area before you start 
working on the stain.
